The plea of defendants that they entered as servants of the vendee 
under the license implied from the sale of the trees, is not sustained 
by proof that they had bought the trees of the vendee, and entered 
on their own account; nor is such license assignable : Id. 

Proof that the original purchaser of the trees had paid for all of 
them, is not admissible to mitigate the damages in the suit against 
his assignees for taking them away : Id. 
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
